NEW L'SE FOR THE TELEPHONE.

Mesnages Succensfully Sent Over Tele=
graph Wires From Locomeotive.
A special to the New York Times from
Kankakee, 111., sayvs the experiment of tele-
phoning over telegraph wires was success-
ful on the Southwestern branch of the Ili-
nois Central railroad between Kankakee
and Kempton, a distance of twenty-six
miles, vesterday. The test was made by
Superintendent of Telegraph Dugan, As-
sistant SBuperintendent Amett of the 1llincis
Central, Thomas O Neill, foreman of elee-

tric signals of the Chicago Terminal, and J.
V. Miller, who is installing a svstem of au-
tomatic electric light block signals on the

| Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad.

The experiments were made with a tele-
phone instrument in the engine cab. A
number of stops were made between Kan-
kakee and. Kempton along the route, and at
several stations a wire was strung from
the engine to the telegraph line and tele-
phone communication established with the
train dispatcher's office in Kankakee. The
tests were successful in every case, and
the telephoning done over telegraph wires
was without Interference with the tele-
graphic service. ‘

It is intended to furnish all 1Mlinois Cen-
tral trains with telephonic equipment, the
instruments to be placed In baggage cars of
passenger trains and engines or cabooses of
freights. - It is not the intention to displace
the telegraph by telephones in the opera-
tion of the road's traine. The teiephone
will be used as an auxillary service, largely
for emergency purposes. For instance, if a
train is wrecked, blocked or stalled between
stations. the telephone equipment would be
of greatl service,

Emperor “’Iillur_n Alarmed by Iis
Spread in Germany.
A specfal dispatch to the New York
World from Berlin yesterday says: All
Berlin is greatly execitad over Christian
science, which is making startling head-

way among aristocratic and high military
circies, not only here, but throughout Ger-
many.

To such proportions has the spread of
the cult grown that Emperor William has
undertaken the task of putting
it. He has conferred here with the chlors
of police for the purpose of devising means
to counteraet the constantly increasing in-
fluence of the Christian Sclentists

It has been suggested that  Christian
sclenee and faith healing be made illegal
in Germany.

The chiel promoters of Mrs Eddy's
views in Berlin are four Americans—Mrs,
Schoen, Mrs. Seal, Miss Brunner amd Miss
Leplow. These women have obtuaingd pos-
session of large publie ha'ls here, and they
give lectures four times a week, alternat-
ing In German and English, on Christian
Science and healing by prayer,

They have established three
Lutzowplatz, Luftpoldstrasse and (Gers-
berg=strasse—all  in fashionable districts,
During the hours set apart for consulta-
tion handsome ecarriages bolonging to the
best people of Berlin are constantly roll-
ing up to the doors.

The feeg of the American clinics are reg-
ulated according to the mians of the pa-
tients, and range from 70 cents to $25 a
visit. The German imitators of the Amer-
ican Christian Sclentists take much small-
er fees, but the Americans are preferred
and get by far the larger number of pa-
tients. Mrs. Eddy's books, both in Ger-
man and English, are in great demand and
fetch high prices.
